knowledge of his ſaid appearance to be made, make default and appeare not, unleſs 


a reaſonable cauſe, or elſe a reaſonable excuſe, by the oathes of two credible per- 


ſons before the ſaid commiſſioners be truely alleadged for his diſchardge, that then 
everie of them ſoe makeing default, to be taxed and charged to your Majeſtic, with 
and at the double ſumme of the rate that he ſhould or ought to have beene ſett at 
for and after the beſt value of his lands and ſubſtance uppon him certified, if he had 
appeared, by the diſcretion of the ſaid commiſſioners there being, which commiſſioners 
ſhall trayell with everie of the other perſons then and there appearing, whoſe names 
ſhall be expreſſed in the faid precept or precepts, and in whome any vehement ſuſpe& 
was ot ſhall be had in forme aforeſaid, by all ſuch wayes and meanes as they can 
(other then by corporall oath) for the better knowledge of their beſt yalue, either 
in hereditaments or poſſeſſions, or elſe in goods and debts, and thereuppon ſhall 
have power and authoritie by vertue of this act, according to their diſeretions, to in- 
large and increaſe the taxacions of ſuch perſons as they ſhall ſoe finde, by due exami- 
nacion, to be of greater value or ſubſtance in lands or goods then they were pre- 
ſented at; and that eyerie ſpirituall perſon, at everie of the. ſaid taxacions of 
the ſaid ſubſidies, ſhalbe rated and ſett according to the rule aboveſaid, of and for 
everie pound that the ſame ſpirituall perſon, or anie other to his uſe, hath by dif- 
cent; bargaine, or purchaſe i in fee imple, fee tayle, tearme of life, tearme of yeares, 


by execution, by wardſhippe, or by coppie of court-rolle in anie mannors, lands, tene- 


ments, rents, ſervices, offices, fees, corodies or hereditaments, after the true, juſt, 
and yearlie value thereof, and according as others the King's Majeſties ſubjecte, 
borne within this realme, be charged in forme above remembred, ſoe that it extend 
ro the yearlie value of twenty ſhillings, or above. 

And it is further enacted, That if the faid taxors or 8 ſhall not duly 
bende themſelves in their i inquiry, taxacion, aſſeſſment or certificate, but ſhall al- 


fectionately, corruptly, or partially demeane themſelves in that behalfe, in ſuch wiſe 


that the commiſſioners ſhall by their conſideracions deeme them offendors worthy 
of puniſhment for not doeing their duties therein, that then foure or more of 
the commiſſioners in that county for the ſame ſubſidies, ſhall have power and au- 
thority, by their diſcretions, either to charge the ſaid aſſeſſors uppon their corporall 
oathes for the better ſervice aforeſaid i in that behalfe, or elſe by their diſcretion to 
taxe and ſet upon every of the ſaid aſſeſſors, for their miſdemeanors i in that behalſe, 
ſuch a fyne or paine as they ſhall think good, ſo that it exceed not the ſumme of 
ten pounds, and the fame fine or paine at their diſcretions to eſtreat into the courte of 
Exchequer, everie which fine ſo taxed and ſett by foure of the ſaid commiſſioners 
or more, being eſtreated with the ſchedule and bookes of the limitt, ſhall be levied 
and anſwered to your Majeſties uſe, in like manner and forme, to all intents and pur- 
poſes as any other ſummes that ſhall be taxed and become due by vertue of the 
ſtatute and act of ſubſidie, and not in any other wiſe or manner; and if anie perſon 
certified or rated by vertue of this act, whether he be a commiſſioner or. other, 
to anie manner of value doth finde himſelfe grieved with the ſame preſentment, 
ſeſling or rateing, and thereuppon complaine to the commiſſioners before whome 
tice ſhall be called, ſefſed or taxed, or before two of them, before the ſame-taza- 
cion be certified into the court of Exchequer, that the ſaid commiſſioners, ot two

{ame aſſeſſmenta, according as it ſhall appeare to them juſt uppon the fame examina- 
cions, and the ſame ſumme ſhe abated,” defalked,. increaſed or inlarged, ſhall be by 


them eſtreated in forme as hereafter enſueth, and if it bee proved by witneſſes, or by - 


the parties one confeſhon, or other lawfull wayes and meanes, within a year after 
ſuch oath made, that the fame perſon ſo rated or ſworne was of anie better or greater 
value in lands, goods, or other things above ſpecified at the time of his ſaid oath, 
then the ſame perſon. ſo fworne did declare uppon the ſaid oath, that then the ſame 
perſon ſo offending ſhall loſe and forfeite to your Majeſtic ſos much lawfull money 
of England, as he che ſaid perſon foe: fworn was ſett at or taxed to pay. 

VIII. And alſo it is enacted by the fame authoritie, That everie perſon ta be 
rated and taxed as is aforefaid ſhall be rated and ſett, and the ſumme on him ſett to 
be levied at ſuch place where he and bis family were reſident for the moſt parte of 


the yeare next before the ſame preſentment and taxacion made, and no where elle;

chargeable by this act, whereby the greateſt or moſt beſt ſumme or ſummes according 


to his moſt ſubſtance by reaſon of this act might or may be ſett or taxed, and that 


| everie perſon taxed in any county or place, other than where he and his family were 
reſident for the morſt parte of the yeare then next before, or in any county or place, 
other than where he is a commiſſioner for the ſubſidies (if he be a commiſſioner) upon 
certificate made to the ſaid courte of Exchequer, under the hands and feales of two 
commiſſioners for the ſame ſubſidie, in the ſame county and place where ſuch perſon 
and his family were reſiant for the moſt parte of the yeare next before, or where he 
is a commiffioner for the taxacion and payment of the ſaid ſubſidy, teſtifying ſuch his 
moſt reſianey, haveing a family, or being a commiſſioner, ſhall be a ſufficient diſchardge 
for the taxacion of rhat perſon in all other places, and of and for all other ſummes of 
money uppon ſuch perſons foe ſett and taxed, ſave onelie the taxacion made in that 
county or place from which ſuch certificate ſhall be made as is aforeſaid, and for the 
ſumme of money uppon ſuch perſons there aſſeſſed or taxed, and that ſuch certificate 
without anie plea or other circumſtance ſhall be ſufficient warrant as well to the 
barons, and auditor and auditors of the faid courte of Exchequer, as to all and everie 
other officers to whome the allowance thereof ſhall appertaine, paying for ſuch diſ- 
charge and allowance fix pence, and noe more.

any ſuch other like, or as factor, deputy or attorney of or for any perſons, ſhall be 
taxed, valued, rated and ſett to any ſume or ſummes by reaſon of this act, and after the 
taxacion or aſſeſſing upon any ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall be charged with the receipt 
of the ſame, happen to die, depart from the place where he was ſoe taxed and ſet, or 
his goods and chattles be ſoe cloyned, or in ſuch privie or covert manner kept, as the 
ſaid perſon or perſons charged with the ſame by eſtreate or other writeing from the ſaid 
commiſſioners, or as many of them as ſhall be thereunto appointed by the ſaid commiſ- 


fon as is aforeſaid, can or may not leavye the ſame ſumme or ſammes.comprized 


vithin the ſaid eſtreates, by diſtreſſe within the limitts of their collection as is aforeſaid, 
or cannot ſett ſuch diſtreſſe or diſtrefſes as be taken for any of the ſaid payments before 
the time limitted to the high collector for his payment tobe made in your Majeſties re- 
ceipt, then upon relation thereof, with due examinacion by the oath or examinacion

_ _ cauſe to be kept, apprized and ſould in like manner and forme as is aforeſaid for the 


diſtreſſe to be taken upon ſuch perſons to be taxed to the ſaid ſubſidies, and being 
ſufficient to diſtraine within the limitts of the collectors, inhabitants, or other officers 
charged with or for the ſaid fummes ſoc upon them tobe taxed; and if anie ſuch di.

ſhould not be knowne or found, ſoe that the ſumme of or by him to be Paid in the 
aid farme ſhall not ne can be convenientlie leavyed, then upon relacion thereof 
to the commiſſioners, or to as many of them as by the ſaid*commiſſion ſhould be 
thereunto appointed, where ſuch perſon or perſons were taxed and ſett, by the 
oathes of him or them chat ſhall be charged with the leavying and payment of that 
fumme or ſummea, the ſame commiſſioners ſhall make a precept in ſuch manner as 


is aforeſaid, for to attach, take and arreſt the body of ſuch perſon or perſons that 


ought to pay the ſaid ſummes, and by this act ſhall be charged with and for the 
ſaid ſumme or ſummes, and them ſoe taken ſafelie to keepe in priſon within the coun-

miſſioners or as many of them as ſhall be chere unto aſſigned as is aforeſaid, or will 
not appeare before the ſame commiſſioners, uppon warning to him made, or elſe 
make reſiſtance or reſcous upon anie diſtreſs upon him to bee taken, for anie parcell 
of the ſaid ſeverall ſubſidies, or committ any miſbehaviour in any manner of wayes 
contrary to this act, or committ any willfull act or other whatſoever willfull doeings 
or miſdoeings contrary to the tennor of this act or graunt, the ſame commiſſioners and 
everie number of them above remembred, or two of them at the leaſt, upon probable 
knowledge of anie ſuch miſdemeanors had by informacion or examinacion, ſhall and 
may ſett upon everie ſuch offendor for every ſuch offence, in the name of a fine, by 
the ſame offendor to be Forfeited, fortie ſhillings or under, by the diſcretion of the 
ſame commiſſioners z and further, the ſame commiſſioners, and every number of them,

leQorto pay that commiſſioner or commiſſioners which had the ordering of the write- 
ing of and for every of the ſaid ſubſidies reſpectively, where the ſaid colleQor or 
collectors had Their collection, for the expences of the ſaid commiſſioners, ſoe 
takeing upon them the ſaid buſineſs and labour of their clerkes writcing of the ſaid

XII. Wherefore for the due and true payment of the ſaid eight ſubſidies 
granted by the ſaid prelates and clergy, according to the tenor, effect and true 
meaneing of the ſaid inſtruments; bee it enacted by the King's moſt excellent 
Majeſtie, with the aſſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal and the commons 
in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That the 
ſaid guift and grant, and every matter, ſumme of money, peticion, provicion, elauſe 
and ſentence in the ſame inſtrument conteyned, ſhall ſtand and be ratified, eſta- 
bliſhed and confirmed by the authority of this preſent Parliament. 

XIII. And further be it enaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That every per-
